inthe morning, and affably to call them, and kindly to 
incite them ro their bulineſſe, though hee foyle nor his 
fingers in the labour. Thus haue I ſeene men of good 
qualitic bchaue them towards their people, and jn ſur- 
ucying of their hirelings. But indeeditis become now 
contemptible and reproa chfull, for a meane Maſter to 


looke to his labourcrs, and that is thereaſon, that many 


well left, leaue it againe before the rime, through prodt- 
galitic and improuidence, and meane men induftrious 
ſteppcin: and where the former diſdained to looke to 
his charge, this doth both looke andlabour, and he it is 
that becomes ablc to buy thar, which the idle and wan- 
ton are forced to ſell. Nowl ſay, if this ſweet countrey 
of Tazd:anc, and the Weltcrne part of Somerſer-ſhire 
be not degenerated, {ucely, as their land is fruitfull by 
nature,ſ{o doe they their beſt by art and induſtric. And 
that makes poore men to liue as weil by a matter of 20, 
pounds per arm, as hethat hath an hundred pounds,

Bayly. Zoe thcy not helpe their Land much by thefold ? 

Nor much in thoſe parts: but in Dorſer, wilt- 
ſhire, Hamſhire, Barke-ſhire , and other places champi- 
on, the Farmers doe much inrich their Land indeede 
with he ſheep-fold. A moſt eaſie,and a molt profitable 
courſe: and who lo negleReth it,haning means,may be 
condemned for an ill husband : nay, I knoweit is good 
husbandry,to driuea flock of ſheep ouer a field of wheat 
rye, or barlev, newly 'owen, eſpecially if the ground 
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delight and drie: for the trampling of the ſheepe, and 
their treading, dorh fertle the earth abour the corne,kee- 
ping ic the more moiſt and warme, and cauſerh ir to

Bayly. -Doth all barrennefe p2ocrede of ſaltnelfe 2 

Sur. Asleanneſle in amans body, is principally pro- 
cured by ſaltnefſe of the humour : So is barrennefle in 
grounds; for faltis hot, and heat drieth, and too much 
drowth breedes barraineneſfe and leanneſſe. And ac- 
cordingto the meafure and proportion ofthe degree of 
hot and cold, moiſture and drineſſe,are all grounds fruit- ' 
tull and barraine, as the body by theſe cauſes is fat or 
leane, hot or cold. Therefore, though heathy grounds 
be commonly in the higheſt degree of barrainenefle, yet 
are {ome more in the imeane then ſome. Some are more 
traAable & more eaſily reduced to ſome vie then others, 
and therefore hath ſundry names. Heath is the generall 
common name, Whereof thereis one kind, called or 
Harther,the other Ling. And of the particulars,there are 
alſo ſundry kinds diſtinguiſhed by their ſeuerall growth, 
leanes,ſtalkes,and lowers : as not farre from Granes end, 
thercis a kind of Hather that beareth a white lowre, and 
1s not fo common as thereft, andthe ground 1s not ſo 
excceding barraineas ſome other , but by manurance 
would be broughtto profitable tillage. Some, andthe 
moſt,doth beare a purple or reddit flowre,as inthe Fo- 
reft of Findſore, and in Suffo'ke, and ſundry other places; 
andthis kind is moſt common,and growerh commonly 

in 
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in the worſt 'ground. In the North-parts/, vppon the 
Mountaines and Fells, there is a kind of Ling, that begres 
a berry : euery of theſe hath his peculiarearth wherein it 
delighteth. Somein ſandy , and hot grounds, as be- 
tweene Wilford Bridge, and: Snape Rridie tn Syffolke. 
Andthat is bettgred eſpecially;andtheHeatir kilted beſt 
and ſooneſt, by goodfat marle. Some in grauclly and 
cold earth,and that is hard to becured,, but with good 
ſtable dung. Bur there is akind of Heathy ground , that 
ſeemeth altogether vnprofitable for tittage, becauſe 
that the granel} and clay together retainerh akinde of 
blacke water, which ſo drencherh the earth , and cauſeth 
ſo much cold, as no husbandrie can rclcive it, yet if 
there be chalke-hils neere this kind of earth;there may be 
ſome gooddone vpon it: for that only.or lime will com- 
fort the carth, Ccrie vp-the ſuperfluous water,andkill the 
Heath. Burt the ſandy Heathy ground is contrarily a- 
mended,as I told you, with fatte marleand that is com- 
monly foung,necre rhe Heathie grounds , it men were 
proujdent and forward to ſceke tor it; Every of the hea 
thy grounds are belt knowen of what nature they: be of, 
whether hot or cold, by the growing of it: asf itegrowe 
lowe and ſtubbed, i. argues the ground to bee grauelly, 
cold,and moſt barren; where it growethranke and high, 
and the ſtalke grear,the ground is more war:ne, & more 
apt for tilth, yetit requireth ſome kind of compoſe, clſe 
will irnot bcare patt a crop or two, contenting the, ow- 
ner: but ifmen will not i1dewour to {earch for rhe hid- 
den bleſſings of God, which he hath laidvp in ſture in 
the bowels of the cath, for their vſethat will be paintull, 
they may make a kind of idle and vaineſhew of good 
husbandry , when indced they onely plow,and ſow,and 
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charge the earth,, to bring foorth fruite of it owne ac- 
cord, when wee knowe it was curſed for our ſakes , 
and coinmaunded ro denie vs increale, withour 1a- 
bour, ſweate, and charge , which allo are little auailea- 
ble, if weſerue not hun infeare and reucrence, who is 
the Author ot true labours,and of the bleſſings promi- 
{cd thereunto. 


Baily. I thinke there is no diſcaſe i the body of man, but 
nature hathginen vertue to ſome other creatures. as fo 
hcarbes, plants, and other thingcs, to bee mediem's fo? the 
ſame : ſo 1s there no kind ofground ſo'meanc, barren, and 
deſectiue, but. God Hath p2onided ſome meane fo betier 
it, ifman, to whomhe hath giuen all , will ſearch fo? it, 
and vſe the ſame to that end if was p2omded fo! And vet 
this pcece of ground adioyning , hath had muchlabour and 
great coſt beſtowed on 1t, and the ground little oz nothing 
the mo2e reſo2med ; Zhis Furſy cloſe. 

Sur. Indeede it is a ſtrong weede ,: called in the 
North Countrie, whyzres. It ſeldome gines place 
where it once footeth, I will go ſce the forme of the fur- 
ſes.' Thele turſes are not worth the foſtering , they bee 
dwarffc turſes,and will neucr grow great,nor high , and 
of lictle vie. 

Baily. Jſpreakenot tolcarne how fo pzcſerue them, but 
hcw {o deſtrop them. 

Sur. But there is a kinde of Furſe worth the preſer- 
uation, it itgrowe in a Countrie,barren of wood. And 
of that kinde there growes wuch inthe Weſt part of 
Denonſhire , and in ſome parts of Co: xewall, Where they 
callthem French Furſes, they grow very high, and the 
{talke great, whereof the people make faggots, and vent 
them in neighbour Townes, eſpecially in Exeter , and 
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make g 


oreatprefite of them. Andthis kind of Furze gro- 
weth allo vpon the Sea coaſte ot S:yfo!ze : Bur that the 
people m.ke not that vie ofthem, as in Dewo-ſhire and 
Cornewall; tor they ſuffer their Sheep 2 and Cartell to 
browſe and crop them when they be young, and ſo they 
growe too ſcrubbed and lowe tutts, {cldome to that 
perfection that they might : yer in that parrot Suffo/ke 
they make another vie of them , rhey plant them in 
hedges,and the quick-ſet ot thern make aſtronge Fence, 

Baily, Urry filly quickſct hedges, F would thinke, can be 
made of ſimple furzes. 

Sar. Such as after two or three yeares, becing cutte 
cloſe to the earth, they will then branch and become 1o 
thicke,as no Hedge,itche Ditch be well made,and quick 
well ſet,can be more defenſible,being ſet in two or three 
ranckes. 

Baily. J marucll thev learne it not in Cornewall, where 
fo2 want of quick-ſet,and haping o2 hedgirg ſkuffe, eſpectally 
in the Weſt partes , they are fozced to make their Fences 
with turffes and ſfonecs. 

Sur. "They doeſo indeede, vpon the Moores there: 
but ſheepe will ealily ſcale their walles. Bur the Furze 
hedges which I haue ſcene in that parte of Syffo/ke, no 
cs piercethem. 

Baily, Zhen arc theſe furzes god fo2 nothing? 

Sur. To brew withall and to bake,and to ſtoppealit- 
tle gappeina hedge. 

Baily. Zhen may we hrreabouts affoo2d the ſtanding of 
them : fo2z wee hauec no great plenty of thcſe neccffaries in 
theſe parts. 

Sur. Iceno ſtore of Hay boot, vnleſle it bec in the 
Lords wood,wherel thinke it be not lawtull for men at 
their pleaſure to take. 
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Bayly. What meane you by hay-boote? XF haue read it 
gften in Leaſes,and J p2omiſe pou, Jdid euer take it to be 
that which men commonly vſe in hay time, as to make their 
fozkes and twles , and lapinſome kinde of lofts o2 hav ta- 
lets, asthcy call them in the Welt,that are not bw2zded:and 
is not that the meaning ? 

Sur. I take it not: it is for hedging ſtuffe, namely, to 


make adead hedge or raile , to keepe cattle from corne 
or graſſe to be mowne. 

Baily. What diffcrence then is there betweene hay-boote 
and hedgeboote, 

Sur. Some there is : for a hedge implieth quick-ſet 
and trees: but a hay a dead fence, - oh may be made one 
yeere,and pulled downe another, as it is common vpon 
the downes in many countries where men fow their 
corne, in vndefenced grounds, there they make a dead 
hay next ſome common way to keepe the cattle from 
the corne. 

Bayli. If that be the difference, we haue ſome ve of it al- 
ſo in this Conntry, but we want it much, as pou lx , by the 
lving of our hedges. 

Sar. I ſce the hedges he very vnhusbandly: a true note 
offew good husbands: for hethat will ſuffer his hedges 
tolic open, and his houſes vncouered,neuer put agood 
husbands hand to his head. Quick-tet hedges are moſt 
commendable: for they increafe and veeld profite and 
ſupply, te repaire decayed places : bur dead hedges or 
haycs deuoure and ſpend, and yet arc {eldome ſecure. 

: Baily, JF p2ay, what 1s the beſt ſt1ffe to make quicke-ſct 
of : 

Sur.The plants of white thorne,mixed here and there 
with Oke and Aſh. 


Baily. Y5ut the plants are not eaſily gotten in all places. 
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$5#r Then the berries ofthe white or haw-thorne, A- 
cornes, Aſh-keyes mixed together,and theſe wrought or 
wound vp in a rope of ftraw,will ſerue, but that they wil 
be ſomewhat longer in growing. | 

Bavly, Vow mult the rope thus ſfnifed with the fo:zmer 
berries be laid ? 

Sur. Make a Trench at the top orinthe edge ofthe 
Dicch,and lay into it fometat foile,and then lay the rope 
all along the Ditch, and couer it with good ſoyleallo , 
then couer it With the earth, and euer as any weedes or 
grafſe begins to grow,pull it oft,and keepe it as cleane as 
way be trom all hinderances; and when the ſeeds begin 
to come,keepe cattle from bruſing them, and after ſome 
wo or three yeares ,cutthe young ſpring by theearth, 
and ſo will they branch and grow thicke; andif occaſion 
ſeruc,cut them ſo againe, alwayes, preſeruing the Oake 
and Aſh to becometrees. 

Baylie, What1s the beſt time to lay the bcrries in this 
manner ? 

3: Sur. In Septcmber or October, if theberries be ful. 
ly ripe. 

Baily, What if a man were deſirons fo make a little 
grouct, where now no kinde ofſuch plants do grow - 

Sr. Till theplace with theplough, in manner of 
fallowing,and crofle plough it, and bear the clods ſmall 
as 1nay be: then ſow or ſet Acornes, Aih-keyes, Hawes, 
Hedgberrics, Nuts,and what elſe you defire, andthen 
harrow it and for ſome two or three yeares it were good 
to keepeit as free from graſle or weedes as could be,'vn- 
till theſcedes were aboue the graſſe, and when they bee 
ſomewhat ſtronger,the {ſuperfluous weedes will bee the 
more eaſily culd out: I know a wood ſowne of Acornes 
bout 
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about two and twenty yeares ſince, the Oakes whereof 
are now as high as an ordinary ſteeple. The ground in 
this caſe muit bee conſidered; for tome groundes are 
more naturally inclined to folter ſuch things, and ſoine 
are not. Some kinde of woode allo louerh one kinde of 
ſoyle morethen another, astheIuniper delighterh in a 
chalkie{oyle,as appeareth in Kext and Surrey: So douth 
all» the Yew tree, which brooketh a light and barren 
ſoyle : The Walnut tree likewiſe in meane ground be- 
ing hor,andthe Elme a ſandy earth,the Aſpe,che Popple 
the Alder,the Able trees moylt ground, the Oake inoſi 
kindes of ground, 

Baily. Jhanea pece of land , 8nrrcome with a kinde of 
weede that isfull ofpaickles,and groweth a fote o2 two fote 
bigh,whereof no cattell will ferde, and Jknow no wap to 
deſtroy it. | : 

Sur. By your deſcription itſhould be Gorſe or pric- 
kle Broome, a weede that groweth commonly vppon 
grounds ouer-tilled,and worne out ot heart,and it com- 
monly groweth not but in cold clay ground,and is hard- 
ly killed bur with Lime or Chalke , and ſo ploughed,and 
then ſow it two or three crops together. Andift youthen 
let itlic,it will be are you the next yeare a crop of courle 
Hay,and will then yeerely increaſe in goodneſle tor pa- 
ſture or Hay,and fo much the {weeter and rhicker,it you 
keepeitlow eaten. 

Baily, ÞT thinke por! miſfake the weede,vou meane, J take 
it, Furſc 02 VVhyns, which ſome call alſs Gorſe. 

Sur. Ithinkel miſtake it not, but ſuch as call Furſe, 
Gorſe, arc as much miſtaken, as they that call Brakes, 
Broome. 

Baily. Becanſe von ſpeake of Broome, JFnow a Lo2dſhip 
of my Landlozds,which no doubt you ſhall ſuruey to , if - 

muc 
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much peltered with Broome,and there hath bin mach charge 
andpaines,and Arte fw,beſtowed in defiroping of them,but 
all in vaine : thep haue bene cut,ftscked vp by the rostes,as 
was thought, burnt,ploughed,and vet they grow againe. _ _ 
Sar. It is the nature of Furze, Broome,and Brakes, to Broome, 
keepe their ſtanding,and hardly will yecld the poſlcſſion [rakes, 
once gotten inafield: for commonly they like the ſoyle FT ute 
well,and the ſoile them; and where there is a mutuall 
congruity,there is ſeldome a voluntary ſeparation. And 
therefore,as long as there is not a diſturbance of their 
poſſeſſion with a contrarycarth, they will kceepe where 
they are: for as the Fiſh loueth and liuethin the water, 
the Camelion by the Ayre, the Salamander in the fire, | 
and eyther ofthem being taken from his Element, will ow ro ki 
die: So theſckindes of weedes ( for ſo they miay becal- proome, 
led)as long as they poſleſle the ſoyle they affedt,do what andBrakes. 
you can,they will l1ue. And therfore as the ſoyle is com- 
monly barren, hote and dric wherein they liue, make 
this groundfatte and fruitfull , and they will die. And 
therefore the greateſt enemy that may be ſet to encoun» 
ter them , is good andrich Marle, and thereupon, the 
plough ſome few yeares together: and you ſhall ſee,they 
will (hrinke away,and hide their heads. 
Baily. But conmwnly this kinde offat Marle is not tobe 
gotten in all places : nay , ſelvome where theſe barren 
grounds are. | 
Sur. Itis true,they commonly come not, and fay to 
the lazie husbandman,HereI am. Iris the nature ofall 
things to cout reſt,and where dumbe and dead thinges 
lurke,is not ca(ily found without diligent ſearch.Golde, Allhidden 
Siluer,Brafle, Tynne, Leade, Cole, Slate and great Mil- oe 
ſtones,ſhew not a” voluntarily , but are o—_ —_— 
- y 
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by ſcratation and diſcretion. And I thinke many trea- 
ſurable bleſsings lie hidde from ſlouthfull men, for want 
oflearch,and worthily.So doth this notable commodity 
of Marle,from the eyes of the Husbandman, vntill hee 
diue into the bowels oftheearth, to ſecke: and admithe 
miſſe it heere,hee may finde ir there: it heefaile to day, 
hee may get it ro morrow. Bur Thritc hath no grea- 
ter enemies then Ignorance and Idlenefle; the one per- 
{wades it cannot be, the other it will not bee, And hbe- 
rweene theſe, Weedes, Bryers, Thornes, Thiſtles, Furze, 
Broome, Gorſc and a thouſand Markes of the firſt 
curſe annoy vs , Which by the bleſsing of God, In- 
duſtry and charge might eaſily and ſhortly remoove 
more out of our {ights. And yet if the view of them 
daily could make vs,or mooue vs to call our firſt difo- 
bedience to conſideration and repentance , I would 
with Thornes to grow where Corne ſtands. But ith no 
ſpectacle of former threates,no vſe of preſent bleſsings, 
will mooue the hard hearted, eyther ro {eckeby labour 
or charge to retormethelc cails, caſte to bee reformed : 
Let vs leane to diſcourſe, and hee that hath vnderſtan- 
dingand will,lethim vſe them herein rhis toylfomelife, 
and not bee idle; for, it we doe what wee can, theſe 
Cankers will follow vs, theſe inconueniences will an- 
noy vs,and wi!l procure euery day new labour,and new 
coſt;and new diligence,and new Arte, to make vs know 
that Omma propoſuit labori Deus.

And when hee hath ſweate and toyled, 
and beftowed all his skill and vtmoſt charge,it God adde 
nota bleſsing,allis loſt. Pau! may plant, «Apollo may 
water, but it God giue not the encrealc, the labour is 
vaine, God maketh a fruitfull land barren , for the wic-
